Ik  every  cnee  the  at¬ 
tack  runs  its  cobrae  for  a  year  No  treat¬ 
ment,  no  ointment  or  medicine,  has  the 
•lightest  effect  upon  it.  Once  the  sore 
makes  its  appearance,  the  sufferer  knows 
what  to  expect,  and  he  may  as  well  re¬ 
sign  himself  philosophically  to  all  it  in¬ 
volves. 

The  Arabs  say  that  every  one  that 
goes  to  Bsgdad  most  get  the  “  date- 
mark if  he  does  not  net  it  while  in  the 
city,  be  will  get  it  after  be  leaves;  and 
if  he  does  not  get  it  while  alive,  be  will 
get  it  after  he  1*  dead ;  it  k  oqt  to  be 
avoided.  The  visitation  is  not  as  a  rule 
painful,  unless  It  happens  to  fix  upon 
a  spot  above  a  joint  or  a  muscle  fre¬ 
quently  brought  into  exercise.

Hemp  Curious  Facts  About  Memory. 

M.  Delaunay  lias  made  a  communica¬ 
tion  to  the  dbere/e  &'  Bioloffie  respecting 
memory  as  atydied  under  various  bio¬ 
logical  conditions.  The  inferior  race* 
of  mankind,  such  as  the  Chinese,  etc., 
have  more  memory  than  those  of  a 
higher  type  of  civilization.  Primitive 
laces  which  were  unacquainted  with 
the  art  of  writing  had  a  wonderful 
memory,  and  were  Tor  sges  in  the  habit 
of  handing  down  from  one  generation 
to  anoth  r  hymn-*  as  voluminous  as  the 
Bible.  Prompters  and  professors  ol 
declamation  kaow  that  wom.n  have 
more  memory  than  men.  French  women 
will  learn  a  foreign  language  quicker 
than  their  husbands  Youth*  nave  more 
memory  than  adult*.  It  is  well  devel¬ 
oped  in  childrep,  attains  its  maximum 
about  the  fourteenth  or  fifteenth  year, 
and  then  decrease*.  Feeble  individuals 
of  a  lymph* Li*  temperament  have  more 
memo)  y  than  the  strong.  Students  who 
obtain  the  Drfoe  for  memory  and  recit— 
tinn  chiefly  belong  to  the  former  class. 
Parisian  student*  nave  also  lees  memory 
than  those  who  come  from  the  provinces. 
At  the  Ecole  Normale  and  other  schools 
the  pupils  who  have  the  best  memory 
are  not  the  moat  intelligent.  The  mem¬ 
ory  is  mdre  developed  among  the  peas¬ 
antry  than  among  citisens,  and  among 
the  clergy  than  among  the  laity. 

The  memory  remains  intact  in  diseases 
of  the  left  side  of  the  brain,  and  is  much 
affected  in  thoee  of  the  right,  from 
which  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  right 
side  is  more  the  sea*  ot  this  faculty  than 
the  left.  From  a  physiological  point  ot 
view  memory  Is  diminished  by  over¬ 
feeding,  by  physical  exercise  and  by  edu¬ 
cation,  in  this  sense,  that  the  illiterate 
have  potentially  more  memory  than 
thoee  who  know  how  to  read  and  write. 
We  remembel,  moreover,  better  in  the 
morning  than  in  the  evening,  and  in  the 
summer  than  in  the  winter,  and  better 
in  warm  chan  in  cold  climates.  Memory 
is  therefore,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  in¬ 
verse  proportion  to  nutrition,  and.  more 
than  that,  it  is  in  inverse  proportion  to 
evolution,  since  it  is  greatest  in  those 
individuals  who  are  the  least  advanced 
from  an  evolution  point  of  view — inferior 
races,  women,  children,  the  feeble,  etc. 
In  short,  according  to  M.  Delaunay, 
there  is  an  evolution  of  the  memory, 
which  is  first  censorial,  literal,  and  then 
Intelligent;  bntmemory.  properly  speak¬ 
ing.  diminishes  inversely  as  the  evolu¬ 
tion.—  Medical  Press  and  Circular . 


A  Remarkable  Scene. 

A  few  miles  off  the  road  down  the 
open  and  well-cultivated  valley  of  the 
Narbada,  in  Central  India,  is  a  mighty 
river  pent  up  into  a  third  of  its  width, 
and  for  more  than  two  miles  boiling 
along  between  two  sheer  walls  of  pure 
white  marble,  a  hundred  feet  in  height, 
with  here  and  there  a  seam  of  dark  green 
or  black  volcanic  rock,  which  enhances 
the  purity  of  the  marble  like  a  setting  of 
jet.  What  must  be  the  charm,  in  a 
dusty  Oriental  land,  of  the  coolness  and 

Sniet  of  thoee  pure  cold  rocks,  and  of 
tie  deep  blue,  pelocid  water.  “The 
eye.”  says  the  traveler,  “  never  wearies 
of  the  infinite  variety  of  effect  produced 
by  the  broken  and  reflected  sunlight, 
now  glancing  from  a  pinnacle  of  snow- 
white  marble  reared  against  the  deep 
blue  of  the  sky ;  as  from  a  point  of  sil¬ 
ver.  touohing  here  and  there  with  bright 
lights  the  prominenors  ot  the  midale 
heights,  and  again  losing  itself 
the  soft  bluish  grays  of  their  reoesL 
Still  lower  down  the  bases  of  the 
eliffs  are  almost  loot  in  the  hazy 
shadow,  so  that  it  is  bard  to  tell  at 
what  point  the  rocks  have  melted  into 
the  water,  from  whose  depths  the  same 
lights,  in  inverse  order,  are  reflected  as 
clear  m  above,  but  broken  into  a  thou¬ 
sand  quivering  ’ragmeats  iu  the  swirl 
of  the  pool.”  Tuis  beautiful  spot  is  in¬ 
fested  with  bees,  which,  if  disturbed, 
many  travelers  have  found  very  danger¬ 
ous;  and.  indeed,  on  one  occasion  they 
stung  an  intruder  to  death.  The  Marble 
rocks,  like  almost  every  object  of  great 
natural  beepty,  have  been  sanctified  by 
the  Brahmins,  and  many  of  the  com¬ 
monest  legends  transported  hither.
